be lost to 
history 


Library of Congress to 
reduce what it archives

The Library of Congress will no 
longer archive every public tweet that 
passes through the Twittersphere. 

In 2010, the Library of Congress 
signed an agreement with Twitter that 
allowed the library to begin meticu- 
lously archiving all public tweets, in- 
cluding opinion threads, celebrity 
musings, and college student status 
updates. 

The company gave the library a 
backlog of tweets spanning from Twit- 
ter’s inception in 2006. Starting Mon- 
day, the library will archive tweets ona 
“selective basis.” 

The library said in a statement last 
week that it felt compelled to tap into 
the social conversation for the “same 
reason it collects other materials — to 
acquire and preserve a record of 
knowledge and creativity for Congress 
and the American people.” 

The library said it decided to halt 
the Twitter archive, in part, due to 
Twitter’s changing landscape. The li- 
brary only archives text from tweets, 
but tweets are now increasingly photo 
and GIF-based. 

“Tweets now are often more visual 
than textual, limiting the value of text- 
only collecting,” the library said in the 
statement. 

So will your tweets about #Hump- 
Day still make the archive cut? Prob- 
ably not, according to a statement 
from the library. 

“Generally, the tweets collected and 
archived will be thematic and event- 
based, including events such as elec- 
tions, or themes of ongoing national 
interest, e.g. public policy,’ the library 
said in a statement. 

The library said there is no timeta- 
ble for when the collection will be 
available to the public.

Sky-watchers are in for a treat this 
month because January features two 
so-called supermoons. 

The first supermoon of the year is set 
to make an appearance on New Year's 
Day and the second on the last day of 
the month. 

Supermoons get their name because 
they are up to 14 percent larger and 30 
percent brighter than typical full moons 
and only occur when a full moon is clos- 
est to Earth in its orbit. 

The first supermoon of the new year 
officially happens on Monday, accord- 
ing to NASA. But nearly full moons on 
the two evenings following the super- 


moon and the night before the super- 
moon should make for equally good 
viewing. Those nights are Sunday, 
Tuesday, and Wednesday. 

For the best view, go outside within 
an hour of when the moon rises and 
look to the eastern sky. The moon rises 
at a different time each night. Moon- 
rise on Sunday is at 4:30 p.m. in the 
Phoenix area; Monday at 5:31 p.m.; 
Tuesday at 6:37 p.m.; and Wednesday 
at 7:46 p.m. 

“Moonrise would be the time to look 
because you get the full effect,” said 
Adam Block, who works at Steward 
Observatory in the University of Arizo- 
na’s Department of Astronomy.
